HOW SOON WE FORGET 
4 
Life sometimes seems to be only a heavenly 
body, through which fly meteoric careers, attract­ 
ing the attention of the world for a time, but soon 
losing themselves in semi-oblivion. 
Seventeen years ago Tuesday, Henry M. Stan­ 
ley, writer, diplomat, fighter and explorer, left 
this Ufe on his last great expedition. As the most 
distinguished explorer of his time, he received 
knighthood from the hands of the British gov­ 
ernment. To his hazardous voyages into the un­ 
known places we owe much of our present day 
knowledge of Africa, yet how rapidly his mem­ 
ory is fading. Stanley, whom we are told by one 
biographer, Thomas George, was christened How­ 
ell and whose real sur-name was Jones, is 
ac­ 
credited with laying the foundation of the Congo 
Free State. His successful mission to find Liv­ 
ing» ton after the latter had been missing two 
years was but another of his more thrilling, but 
less important exploits. His restless spirit more 
than once drew him to America and he served, on 
different visits, on each side during the Civil war. 
As an explorer he had few peers, yet we for­ 
get him. And not Stanley alone but hundreds of 
those intrepid souls who by their courage have 
contributed so much to the cause of civilization. 


it will be impossible for us to accept.

I am convinced that today there is no group of 
men in all the Nation who have a more thorough 
appreciation of the tremendous problems which 
confront our country in this era of reorganization 
and rehabilitation than is possessed by the mem­ 
bers of your association. As the head of the Gov­ 
ernment rather than of a party, and with 
no 
thought of personal or partisan advantage, l am 
moved to bespeak for the Government and for all 
the people a continuance of that splendid and pa­ 
triotic attitude whfch marked the work of the 
American newspaper press during the war and 
has characterized it ever since. Our problems of 
peace, I feel quite competent to assure you, are 
hardly less difficult than those of war. We have 
need for the most generous measure of unity and 
co-operation among all the forces of the land, and 
I take this occasion, most earnestly, to ask that 
the Government, and those responsible for its ad- 
ministration, may have that assistance in the 
most generous measure in which their deserts

FLORIDA SHORT ROUTE 
NEEDS ATTENTION 
Unless the promoters, boosters, advocates or 
whoever are sponsoring the Florida Short Route 
become active, and that very quickly, the high­ 
way will suffer a setback which may require sev­ 
eral years to overcome. 
The danger to this route from fjhe develop­ 
ment of the Dixie highway already has been set 
forth in these columns. Now comes another con­ 
tender for popularity with the tourists in the 
shape of the so-called “Bee Line Route" 
from 
Nashville through Albany-Decatur, Birmingham, 
Montgomery and thence to Florida. 
This last named route, if put into good shape, 
will be a dangerous competitor of the Florida 
Short Route. The Bee Line offers a shorter route 
than the Dixie highway and has the advantages 
of tapping some good Alabama cities. 
However, the Florida Short Route has noth­ 
ing to fear from either the Dixie highway or the 
Bee Line, we think, if jt will offer good roads to 
the tourists. 
It is the shortest route from the 
North^to Florida, passes through good territory, 
offers some of the finest scenery in America and 
has other inducements for the tourist. 
But, if 
really good and permanent roads are not offered 
along with these other things, it is certain to lose 
its popularity. 
— 
One of the worst sections of the Florida Short 
Route, according to tourists, is the stretch from 
Gadsden in Huntsville. 
Residents 
of Gadsden 
and Huntsville and of the intervening territory 
should be aroused to the situation, and take im­ 
mediate steps to do their part. 
There are bad 
spots of road in Etowah, Marshall and Madison 
counties which should receive immediate atten­ 
tion, even if the repairs are only temporary, and 
plans should be made for permanent improvement 
of the entire highway. This done and there will 
be a continuous stream of tourist travel over the 
Florida Short Route.—Gadsden Journal.

In the days when deer were plentiful 
in this country and almost every one 
kept a pack of deer dogs, some of 
which made s record that has 
gone 
down in history and is yet told among 
the old hunters with as much 
en­ 
thusiasm as in former 
years. 
One 
among the record miking deer hounds 
was “Old Blue Buck.” This dog was 
owned by Isaac Johnson and 
was 
prised by him as much as was 
any 
horse on his plantation. This 
dog 
was known from the Tennessee river 
to Sipsey, and was known as pacing 
buck. This name was given him from 
the fact that he never ran, but paced, 
and was able to lead any pack 
of 
logs that he ever rampeted with in 
his time. Blue Buck was the 
runt 
pup in a Utter of nine. 
His mates 
were all good defer dogs but 
were 
never able to get ahead of his natural 
pdt which was a pace. 
He lived to the age of fifteen years, 
and at that age he was not able to 
hold hi sown in a deer race, 
but 
when fox chases were on and came in 
rearing distance, old Blue Buck was 
mre to join the chase, but on aecount 


hold the trail long, 
s 
In those days there was absolutely 
no trickery about deer hunters, and 
each were honor bound to protect each 
others dogs, no matte* hoW far from 
home the dog happened to get after 
deer. Old Blue Buck has been known 
frequently to be away from home on 
a deer chase for a week i t a time. 
Unexpectedly he would return with 
pair of deer ears securely tied around 
his neck thereby conveying the 
in­ 
formation to his owner that he had 
caught his game, in many instances 
in another county from where 
the 
chase began. 
In those days it was not the custom 
to charge for a dog, they having no 
value from a monetary standpoint 
This dog was so famous in his line, 
that a stock man from Tennessee who 
happened to be in that 
community 
and took part in several deer hunt’s 
offered the owner $100 for old Blue 
Buck which was 
promptly 
turned 
down, as old Blue Buck was not for 
sale.
